FRIGHTFUL RAILROAD

ACCIDENT.

AN EXPREFS TRAIN THROWN OFF THHE TRAOK BY
CARELESS LABORERLM—JOUR PHHSONS KILLED
AMND FORTY WOUNDRED,

ER1E, Pa., November 18 — One of the most terrible
railroag aeclaents which nas ever oocurred io this
sechion of country took ptace on the Buffalo and
Erie Ratlrond ta ¢ afternoon, at about 4 u'olook,

A gang of workmen bad peen em loyed In repair-
ing the track abour » milo east of Wesleyvilie, and
had romoved t vo rails in so doing, Althoach fully
aware tuat the New York expross framn was due,
they took no precavtion to warn the train, which
came on at the speed of th rty miles por hour on
the down grade, When within a fow rods one of
the workmen ran back and swung his hat, but was
gitlier unporemved by the engineer or il was too
Inte. 1he next moment the enging stroek the irack,
and the engineer, who took 1n fhe situation at the
same instant, reverssd the locomotive,

The train was instantly thrown from the track
down the embankmest, a distanoe of some ten or
tittoen feoy, breaking some of the oars into sphnters
and piling them with the pussenpers into soonlused
beap. Fora time the exeitement was so great that
very little help was renae ed. The cres of the
wounded sand the certanty that somo had been
killed outright, seomed to momontarily benumb the
faou!ties of thos , who had cecaped without injary, §

After a short time ot indecimon che passengors
who wors able, together with the workmen, apphed
themenlyes to the work of removing the debrig ana
rescming those who were buried beneath it, Four
dead bodies were taken from the wregk —throo mon
and sobnd, Lae cailld's mother wae also taken |
out, so sevirely injured that (hero is no probabiity
of ber surviving. Some forty or oy, perhaps more,
weore wonnded, most ol them s fgbtly.

As soon as word roached this city two ears were
sent down for the wounded, a portion of whom,
together with the dead, were brought here and
pluced inthe depot. 1heears wore aguin despatohed,
and brought up the remainder of the wounded and
passengers, reaching here about 8§ o'clock in the
evening. lho bodies were p aced in the SBuporin-
tondent's room, atthe western end ol the depot, and
were visited by hundreds of excited and cunous
spectators, 1hescene was a sad ono,

The names of the dead, me faras I am able to
learn, were a8 follows:—Lr. Wheelor of Mliwan-
keo, and g bittle grandehid; & man named Huot,
who was dressed in the garb of & soldier, from
Danville, N. Y.: ano an elderly man named
Harian, place of residence unknown, Soveral
others were internglly injured, but it was impossi-
ble 10 obtain an aceurate list on account of the con-
fusion and excitement attendant on tone oecasion,
One little girl had ber arm so badly crushed as to
require smoutation, I saw several little clhuldren,
among them two babes, with bloody bandazes and
handkerchiels tied sbout their heads and limbs,
One man was fnjured so baaly in the regon of the
stomach that ho cannotsurvive. 8ix of the wonnded
—four men. 8 woman, and child—were loft at Weas.
feyvilie. They will be brought wp to-morrow
morning.

The canses which led to the accident were those
of the t and most criminal carelessness on
the part of the workmen, every one of whom, and
chiefly the boas of the gang, should be indicted tor
murder.

There {8 no excuse for them; they knew the tram
to be due and did not take the precaution to send
back a flag to stop 1t or resort to any other moans
to prevent the terrible catastrophe which it must
